M-W  LOWEST  IN  12 
YEARS 

To  say  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  Price 
has  had  its  ups  and  downs  in  the  last  year 
is  an  understatement.  In  the  last  twelve 
months  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  Price 
has  been  at  an  all  time  high  of  $14.93  in 
December  1989  and  at  its  lowest  level  in 
12  years,  $10.25,  for  November,  1990. 

Not  since  October  1978  when  the  price 
was  $10.18  has  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin 
Price  been  lower.  In  the  last  two  months 
the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  Price  has  fallen 
$2.25,  $2.02  of  it  occurred  from  Septem- 
ber to  October.  This  is  the  largest 
decrease  ever  recorded,  surpassing  the 
previous  record  of  $1.72,  which  occurred 
in  February  of  this  year. 

How  far  will  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin 
Price  fall  is  hard  to  estimate.  Currently  the 
support  price  adjusted  for  3.5  percent 
butterfat  is  $9.88.  As  mandated  by  the 
1990  Farm  Bill  the  support  price  can  not 
be  dropped  any  further.  The  Minnesota- 
Wisconsin  Price  has  in  the  past  been 
lower  than  the  support  price.  Only  time 
will  tell  if  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  Price 
will  fall  below  $9.88  and  if  so,  how  far 
below. 


Fluid  Milk  Promotion 
Program 

Last  month  the  bulletin  reported  on  the 
dairy  provisions  of  the  1990  Farm  Bill. 

Due  to  lack  of  space  the  Fluid  Milk 
Promotion  Program  was  not  included. 


What  follows  is  a summary  of  that 
program. 

Subtitle  H.  of  the  Agricultural 
Promotion  Title  would  authorize  a fluid 
milk  promotion  program  funded  by 
processor  assessments. 

Implementation.  The  Secretary  would 
need  to  receive  a specific  proposal  for  an 
Order  from  individual  fluid  milk 
processors  that  marketed  during  a 
representative  period,  not  less  than  30 
percent  of  the  volume  of  fluid  milk 
products  marketed  by  all  fluid  milk 
processors.  The  Secretary  would  publish 
the  proposed  order  with  a notice  of 
opportunity  for  public  comment.  For  the 
order  to  go  into  effect  the  Secretary  would 
have  to  conduct  a referendum  among 
fluid  milk  processors.  For 
implementation,  at  least  50  percent  of  the 
processors  voting  in  the  referendum  who 
marketed  at  least  60  percent  of  all  of  the 
fluid  milk  products  marketed  during  the 
representative  period  must  approve. 

Order  Terms.  The  order  would 
establish  a National  Processor  Advertising 
and  Promotion  board.  The  Secretary 
would  designate  12-15  marketing  regions 
to  ensure  appropriate  geographic 
representation  on  the  Board  and  would 
appoint  as  members  of  the  board  a fluid 
milk  processor  to  represent  each  region 
with  the  membership  representing  to  the 
extent  practicable,  differing  sizes  of 
operations.  The  Secretary  would  also 
appoint  five  additional  at-large  members 
with  at  least  one  being  from  the  general 
public. 

The  Board  would  administer  the  order 
to  maintain  and  expand  uses  for  fluid  milk 
products  in  the  United  States.  The  board 


would,  to  the  extent  practicable,  ensure 
that  advertising  coverage  in  each  region  is 
proportionate  to  the  funds  collected  from 
each  region.  Funds  also  could  be 
invested,  or  the  order  could  provide  for 
the  accumulation  of  a reserve  of  up  to  25 
percent  of  the  current  year’s  budget. 

The  order  would  provide  that  each  fluid 
milk  processor  pay  the  board  20  cents  for 
each  hundredweight  of  fluid  milk  products 
that  such  person  processes  and  markets 
commercially  in  consumer-type  packages 
in  the  United  States. 

Termination.  The  Subtitle  would  require 
that  the  order  terminate  on  December  31 
1996.

EXTENDED 

Administrative  Law  Judge 
James  W.  Hunt  has  extended  until 
January  15,  1991,  the  time  for  filing 
briefs  in  regard  to  the  Ohio  Valley, 
Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania 
and  Indiana  Milk  Order  proceeding 
(Docket  Nos.  AO-166-A61,  AO-1 79- 
A56  and  AO-31 9-A39).  Originally, 
post-hearing  briefs  were  due  to  be 
filed  by  November  30,  1990.  the 
extension  recognizes  the  excep- 
tional burden  falling  on  all  persons 
involved  in  the  National  dairy  pro- 
ceeding involving  all  milk  orders.

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FEDERAL  ORDER  33  MARKET  SUMMARY  FOR  NOVEMBER  1990 


Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,487,575  pounds 
per  day  during  November  1990.  On  a daily  basis  this 
was  a decrease  of  2.9%  from  the  previous  month  and 
1 .9%  less  than  November  1 989. v 

The  November  1990  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  132,732,039  pounds  or  57.5%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
2.2%  less  than  last  month  and  5.6%  less  than  Novem- 
berl  989. ^ 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.04%  for  November  1 990. 

Receipts  from  3,692  producers  by  29  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  7,698,836  pounds 
daily  for  November  1 990.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  1 .4% 
more  than  last  month  and  1 7.3%  more  than  November 
1 989. v 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  5 
from  the  Ocotber  1 990  total  and  increased  by  533  from 
November  1989.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts 
per  farm  of  2,085  pounds  were  26  more  than  the  previ- 
ous month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  8 pounds  more  than 
November  1 989. v 

The  November  1990  Class  I price  was  $14.54  per 
hundredweightfor  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in 
Zone  3.  This  was  59  cents  less  than  the  October  1 990 
Class  I price  and  60  cents  less  than  the  November  1 989 
price.  Prices  for  Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing 
area  other  than  Zone  3 reflect  the  specified  location  ad- 
justment of  minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1 , minus  1 4 cents 
in  Zone  2,  plus  7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 cents  in 
Zone  5. 

The  Class  II  price  for  November  1 990  was  $1 1 .28. 
This  was  $1 .33  less  than  the  October  1 990  Class  II  price 
and  $2.75  less  than  the  November  1 989  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $1 0.25for  November  1 990  was 
23  cents  less  than  the  previous  month  and  $4.44  less 
than  the  November  1989  Class  III  price. 

The  December  1 990  Class  I price  will  be  $1 2.52  for 
3.5%  milk.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  5,246,666  pounds 
per  day  during  November  1990.  On  a daily  basis  this 
was  a increase  of  1 .0%  from  the  previous  month  and 
3.2%  more  than  November  1989.1/ 


The  November  1990  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  totaled  156,038,431  pounds  or  61.0%  of  the  re- 
ported producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is 
0.9%  more  than  last  month  and  0.7%  more  than  No- 
vember 1 989. v 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.2%  for  November  1 990. 

Receipts  from  4,599  producers  by  35  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  8,521 ,709  pounds 
daily  for  November  1 990.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  0.9% 
less  than  last  month  and  1.2%  more  than  Novem- 
berl  989. 17 


Producers  supplying  the  market  decreased  by  83 
from  the  October  1 990  total  and  decreased  by  1 8 from 
November  1989.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts 
per  farm  of  1 ,853  pounds  were  1 6 more  than  the  previ- 
ous month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  29  pounds  more 
than  November  1989.17 


The  November  1990  Class  I price  was  $14.50  per 
hundredweight  for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants. 
This  was  59  cents  less  than  the  October  1990  Class  I 
price  and  60  cents  less  than  the  November  1 989  price. 


The  Class  II  price  for  November  1 990  was  $1 1 .28. 
This  was  $1 .33  less  than  the  October  1 990  Class  II  price 
and  $2.75  less  than  the  November  1 989  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $1 0.25 for  November  1 990  was 
23  cents  less  than  last  month  and  $4.44  less  than  the 
November  1989  Class  III  price. 

The  December  1 990  Class  I price  will  be  $1 2.48  for 
3.5%  milk.
